“Society,” he declares, “is becoming a babel of gib- 
bering crowds, each of which must become a cult, write its philosophy 
in flaming headlines and sell its cause in the market.” 

The man who organized the Klan for profit must have had a shrewd 
understanding of crowd psychology as now manifesting itself in Amer- 
ica and elsewhere.

It is almost impossible to conceive that one, who 
knows Catholicism only from his Protestant training, 
can secure any benefit from study travel in Europe. 
On the contrary, it would seem that he must return 
home with the most erroneous impressions. Whether 
he visit Italy, or Spain, or France, or Germany, or the 
British Isles, nearly everything which is pointed out to 
him as the greatest monuments of the country, is of 
Catholie ain, or was long associated with the Cath- 
dlic religion. Nearly wi one travels with a “Bae- 
decker” or some other guide in hand, and in the coun- 
tries mentioned most of the points of interest, to 
whose attention the tourist is directed, are or were 
Catholic institutions. It is not hecaube Baedecker, or 
the authors of other guide books, had a Catholic rea- 
son for so doing, because they were not Catholics. 
The visitor to Rome, the visitor to Italy, or to the 
other so-called Catholie countries, should, if he wish 
to be properly informed, ask for a Catholic guide. 
Most of the guides supplied by Cook, or other similar 
information centers, are not “Catholic, and many of 
them are sufficiently unscrupulous to feed the preju- 
dices of the tourist, in the hope of receiving larger 
“tips. 

Matholica who visit Rome would do well to call on 
Mr. Hearn, at the K. of C. headquarters, for assist- 
ance in securing a responsible guide. Ladies would 
make no mistake if they called on Mrs. Wood, whose 
husband is the correspondent for the London ‘Tablet. 
Her address could also be secured at the K. of C, head- 
quarters. 

I stated that even in the British Isles the principal 
ints of interest were once Catholic institutions. In 
ndon, for instance, the most cherished monument 

is Westminster Abbey, which was built when all Eng- 
land was Catholic, long before the Reformation. Ox- 
ford University, in England, the most renowned seat 
of learning in that country today, also had Catholic 
founders, In Glasgow, Scotland, what is called “The 
Cathedral,” a beautiful building, and now a national 
monument, was taken away from the Catholic Church 
at the time of the Reformation in Scotland. 

With a correct understanding of Catholic teach- 
ing and practice, and with a knowledge of the Catholic 
version of history, the different points of interest 
abroad, especially in Catholic countries, are clearly 
intelligible. But it must be most difficult for Protes- 
tants to gather impressions which are even half cor- 
rect, owing to their pre-conceived notions and dis- 
torted views.

He and others may have erred 
‘in some applications of these prin- 
ciples, in some remote inferences de- 
‘duced from them, Does it thence 
follow that these primary princ ples 
are not true or are not self-evident ? 
| Indeed, to the normal human being 
| wh 10 has the use of reason, the truth 
| of those principles is manifest from 
| their mere statement and explanation, 
|without the need of any proof from 
‘arguments. In this sense, according 
ito St. Paul, the primary principles of 
inatural law are engraved by God on 
ithe heart of every man. Our courts 
‘hold that a child has arrived at the 
age of discretion, and that an accused 
aduit has the use of reason and is of 
sound mind, and that they are respon- 
'sible for their actions, when they can 
|discriminate between moral right and 
} wrong, that is, when they have a con- 
science and know at least the primary 
iprinciples of ythe natural law in 
j}morals. The older we’ grow, the more 
'we judge men by their deeds rather 
ithan by their words. And we often 
| see those who loudly profess that they 
idisbelieve in natural law in morals, 
acting like the mass of the human 
race that follows common sense and 
professes belief in that law. Thus 
they discredit that law more largely 
ithan they disuse it. 
And this discredit is indeed wide- 
‘spread and rapidly increasing, Many 
of our lawyers are disciples of Austin, 
| Bentham, Hobbes, or Comte, and pro-
